Russians May 
Blunder Into 


World War 3 


April To September 
Is Danger Period

NEW YORK — <^P)— Will the 
Soviets provoke a w ar? 
W hen? 
W hat do you do about it? 
Despite their seem ing lethargy 
these three questions give E uro­ 
peans the same nightm ares they 
give Americans today. 
No one knows positive answ ers 
to these questions, including th e 
so-called Russian “exp erts” , but 
if you live next door to the Rus­ 
sians in Europe— as I have since 
the end of the last w a r—the an­ 
swers go like this: 
(1) 
The Soviets are apt im 
blunder through an 
aggressive 
act into a world 
w ar 
rather 
than start one deliberately. 
(2) 
The greatest war dan­ 
ger period since 1939 is front 
April through Septem ber of this 
year. 
(3) 
You must fight in Eur­ 
ope as long as you can, no mat­ 
ter how little you have. 
It is useless to 
speculate 
on 
w hether the K rem lin is planning 
a deliberate all out attack. This 
would be the most closely kept 
secret in the most closely guard­ 
ed country in the world. The best 
intelligence agencies in the world 
frankly adm it they w ould not like­ 
ly obtain such top secret informa­ 
tion. 
The best they 
hope 
for 
would be a few days w arning of a 
possible attack by extern al evi­ 
dence such as troop dispositions, 
buildups and sim ilar m ovem ents. 
Troops A ll Ready 
On this count they all say there 
has been no significant change in 
troop dispositions along the iron 
curtain through E urope in 
the 
past year or two. 
B ut the So­ 
viets always have 
had 
enough 
there to overrun Europe. It would 
only need an order 
an d 
minor 
shifts to send them into action. 
The argum ent that the Soviets 
would not attack because 
they 
are “ getting w hat they w an t w ith­ 
out it” does not hold w ater. 
Hitler was getting all he need­ 
ed in Europe in 1939 w ithout war, 
He had the continent econom ically 
in the palm of his hand. THe need­ 
ed only to be patient. 
B ut ha 
w asn’t. 
He miscalculated that the 
west would not fight. 
T he danger seems to be that 
the Russians will not be patient, 
that they will m ake the sam e mis­ 
calculation of the w est and that 
they will m ake one m ore aggres­ 
sive grab in Europe 
th a t 
w ill 
touch off a w ar just as H itler’s 
invasion of Poland did. 
No Plums Left 
Western Europe is just as it 
was in 1939. 
There is no more 
“give” for aggressors. 
There are 
no m ore plums left for the tak­ 
ing. 
All of 
the 
countries 
are 
sewed up by pacts, the presence 
of Am erican or British troops, or 
deep moral commitments. 
Above all things, the 
Soviet 
Union would like to have control 
of G erm any and m ore specifically 
the industrial R u hr area. 
The R uhr would give 
Russia 
the industrial might to match the 
millions of people she has snatched 
in Asia and eastern Europe. 
An 
aggressive 
m ove 
toward 
G erm any or the Ruhr would be 
certain to touch off a new world 
war. 
Any such m ove would im ­ 
mediately involve Am erican and 
British troops, since they are on 
the spot. 
The same is true of Austria, 
Berlin, Vienna and Trieste. 
Nor­ 
way is under the collective pro­ 
tection of the Atlantic pact. 
Yugoslavia First? 
It has been said the Russians 
might try to pick off rebellious 
Yugoslavia 
by 
using 
satellite 
troops. 
This would touch off a 
full scale w ar in the heart 
of 
Europe. 
It is impossible to see 
how this could be 
kept 
from 
spreading. 
There have been ru­ 
mors that England already has

But Ruark Wouldn't 
Buy Robeson, Davis

NEW YORK—There are some 
allied topics here, which I would 
like to lump, loosely, under a gen­ 
eral heading. One touches that 
bulky artist, Paul Robeson, the 
avowed Communist-loving patriot 
who falsely claims spokesmanship 
for his race. 
Another 
skips lightly over a 
nice and competent kid, Whitey 
Ford, the ex-Yankee pitcher, and 
still another fastens onto the jun­ 
ior cause celebre, Alfred Bergdoll, 
and finally we could touch mildly 
on a professional football player, 
ex-lieutenant Glenn Davis, some­ 
where, deep in the heap, we got a 
healthy moral. 
In the modern emergency Mr. 
Robeson is as worthy of intern­ 
ment as any Jap who got penned 
nu ay in the last war, since by his 
own lusty baritone he is an enemy 
of his own country and a passion­ 
ate espouser of those people who 
are now 
declared enemies. Mr. 
Robeson is pressing a suit against 
the 
state 
department, 
naming 
Dean Achcson as file chieftain, to 
restore his passport so that he may 
travel abroad, and, doubtless, con­ 
tinue 
to malign the land of his 
birth. 
Has Broad Education 
Robeson was born in 1898, ac­ 
cording to Who’s Who. He got an 
A. II. at Rutgers 
during 
World 
War I, in 1919 which made him 
old enough for that war. He has 
an LL. B. from Columbia; an L. 
Ii. D., honorary, from Hamilton 
college; an honorary M. A. from 
Rutgers; 
an 
honorary L. ll. 1)., 
Moorehouse; and an honorary dr. 
of humane letters from Howard. 
He is a member of Phi Beta Kap­ 
pa, Alpha Phi Alpha, Sigma Tau 
Delta. Four-letter man, Rutgers. 
Picked by Walter Camp as All- 
America. You know of his profes­ 
sional career as singer and actor. 
Did not fight in W. W. ll. 
Mr. Robeson has done nothing 
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for his country but to attempt to 
tear it down, yet he goes to the 
court to have his passport restor­ 
ed so that he may rend America 
further—abroad, where the ear is 
more 
sympathetic 
than here at 
home. His home. Probably beat 
the suit, too, if the Coplon case is 
any criterion. 
Mr. Whitey Ford Is a nice kid 
from these paris, who broke into 
the Yankees 
this year, pitched 
them to a pennant with nine 
straight, as I recall, and clinched 
the series for the Yanks with a 
beautiful 
effort, 
which 
would 
guarantee 
him 
anything 
from 
half-million to a million bucks for 
the next to to 15 years. Whitey 
got drafted, and very possibly has 
blown his entire baseball career. 
A baby, yet, but very probably 
finished. 
Draft-Skipper's Son 
Mr. Alfred Bergdoll is the son 
rf our best-known draft-skipper 
from World War I. He has papa’s 
prejudices 
against 
serving 
his 
country in time of need. He is 
ideologically opposed to war. Who 
ain’t? 
But 
his 
principles 
are 
stronger than his loyalty, as were 
the fugitive father’s principles. 
Mr. Alfred Bergdoll draws five 
years for draft evasion, for which 
sentence, hurrah for Judge Syl­ 
vester 
Ryan, 
who said quietly, 
“you have made yourself the ob­ 
ject of scorn and contempt.” 
We come now to ex-lieutenant 
Glenn Davis, “Mr. ‘Outside,” the 
toast of that fabulous West Point 
team that got its tax-paid educa­ 
tion and considerable of its grid­ 
iron experience during a war— 
the last one. Mr. Davis worked 
lur the army for a couple of years 
of the recent post-war, to pay off 
Uncle Sam, quit his commission 
and is now playing professional 
football 
as 
anti-climax 
to 
his 
romance with Elizabeth Taylor. 
Several of Mister Davis’ former 
teammates are dead, as result of 
lulfillment of duty in the current 
little squabble in Korea.

I also buy 
Judge Ryan, who tucked away the 
Bergdoll brat, as an illustrative 
nuisance. 
But I leave Mr Robeson, the 
unwilling American, and Mr. Da­ 
vis, 
the 
unwilling 
professional 
warrior, to the archives. 
Maybe 
the archives will Know what to do 
with them.

Revival of Community Chest is 
Proposed In Delta County 


T^EVIVAL of the Community Chest as a 
means of eliminating some of the 
duplication of efforts in multiple charity 
drives was proposed at the Chamber of 
Commerce 
breakfast 
meeting 
Tuesday 
morning. The proposal is one that was cer­ 
tain to come sooner or later in view of the 
general dissatisfaction in the community 
with the numerous fund raising drives. 
Public apathy caused the abandonment 
of the Community Chest. The Chest failed 
to reach its quota two successive years al­ 
though the amount raised proved suffi­ 
cient to carry the participating agencies 
through their fiscal years. When it came 
time to organize the fund-raising drive last 
year, it was apparent that there was lack­ 
ing the general support that was necessary 
for success. The number of workers had 
shrunk and there were definite evidences 


New Tax Exemption 


Form Issued Here 
Tj'SCANABA property owners who apply 
for tax exemption this year under the 
stature providing for such exemptions in 
financial hardship cases will be required 
to fill out a more comprehensive applica­ 
tion form than has been 
customary 
in 
years 
past. The city is demanding addi­ 
tional information from applicants to as­ 
certain whether tax exemption is justified. 
The financial hardship tax exemption 
provision of the state law is generally mis­ 
understood. local assessors report. 
Many 
people believe that a widow is automatic­ 
ally entitled to exemption. Such is not the 
case. The law makes no reference at all to 
widows as such, but provides that tax ex­ 
emption, wholly or partially, may be made 
in any financial hardship case. The major­ 
ity of such exemptions, of course, do go to 
widows. 
The city has found that some tax ex­ 
emptions have been allowed in years past 
that were not justified. 
Whenever these 
cases are discovered, the 
exemption 
is 
stopped. The purpose of the new applica­ 
tion form is to acquire more information 
about the financial condition of tax ex­ 
emption applicants so that the assessor and 
the board of review may more accurately 
appraise the justification for exemption. 
Applicants for exemption who for years 
have been filling 
out 
a 
comparatively 
meaningless form may resent this new'' “in­ 
trusion of their personal privacies” but the 
new policy is one that should be welcomed 
by taxpayers in general. Those who are fi­ 
nancially* able to meet their tax obligations 
should be required to do so. Tax exemp­ 
tions under the financial hardship feature 
of the law should certainly be 
reserved 
o n ly for those who truly can show finan­ 
cial hardship. 


Non-Defense Items In Budget 
M ust Be Cut To The Bone 
pH A IR M A N CANNON of the House ap- 
^ propriations committee recently stated 
that “all non-defense items in the budget 
will be cut to the bone.” 
That represents an attitude which must 
be adopted by everyone in authority in the 
government if runaway inflation is to be 
retarded, much less prevented. It is an un­ 
fortunate fact that most of the top-level 
thinking on the problem of inflation has 
dealt with such dubious palliatives as iron­ 
clad 
controls 
throughout 
the economy. 
Relatively little of it has dealt with the 
real causes of the disease—of which one of 
the most important is unnecessary federal 
spending. 
A short''time ago a program to curb in­ 
flation was proposed by 
220 
economists 
representing 27 of the nation’s leading col­ 
leges and universities. 
Economists com­ 
monly disagree on many issues, but they 
fee eye to eye on inflation. They called for 
elimination of all unnecessary government 
expenditures, for raising tax revenues fast­ 
er than defense spending in order to create 
a cash surplus, and for 
more 
stringent 
credit restrictions. 
Their 
statement 
ob­ 
served: “Fiscal and credit measures are the 
only adequate primary defense against in­ 
flation, and can minimize the extent of di­ 
rect government controls 
over 
wages, 
prices, production and distribution. . . A 
prolonged decline in the purchasing power 
of the dollar would undermine the very 
foundations of our society', and an ever- 
spreading system of direct controls could 
jeopardize our system of free enterprise 
and free collective bargaining.” 
This is a time for putting first things 
first. Let government really show leader­ 
ship in combating inflation by throwing 
eve r board every proposed appropriation 
th t does not directly serve a necessary, 


that donors were reducing their contribu­ 
tions. 
The participating agencies then had no 
choice except to organize their own fund 
raising campaign. 
If the Community Chest is to be revived, 
it will have to be accomplished on a basis 
that guarantees sufficient workers to “beat 
the bu-'hc " for the funds that are needed. 
A program of education also will be ne- 
ce.vary 
by 
industrialists 
and 
business 
firms to convince their employes that 
a 
contribution of one dollar for the Com­ 
munity Chest is inadequate to support six 
or .^even welfare agencies. 
The Community Chest to be successful 
must be a project of all the people, 
not 
wcrely a few. 


W e M ay Lose Asia 
To Save Europe 
: ATO responsible citizen in the free world 
' * ’ likes to contemplate the loss of vir- 
| tually all Asia to Russian communism. It 
| would be an economic, political and stra­ 
tegic defeat of colossal proportions. 
Yet all western leaders concede it will 
be hard to avert this outcome now that 
Red China has committed major parts of 
its armed forces to the 
Korean 
battle. 
Nothing short of all-out w ar against China 
is likely to block seriously the 
flow 
of 
ce n munism across Southeast Asia, 
There 
are 
some highly esteemed men 
who believe we should make that effort— 
whatever the cost in blood and 
treasure. 
They believe the free nations might never 
be able to offset the handicap 
of losing 
Asia to Russia. 
But it is thoroughly clear that President 
Truman, Prime Minister Attlee of Britain 
and Premier Pleven of France do not share 
that view. They believe that Europe is the 
primary theater of decision in the struggle 
against the Soviet Union. And they are 
convinced 
any 
full-scale 
commitment 
against Red China would pose the grave 
danger of leaving Europe almost defense­ 
less. 
Ifs important for us to understand why 
Europe is the ke.v region, why our leaders 
would rather see all Asia go down before 
allowing European nations to slide into the 
Red abyss. 
This is the reason: In a broad triangle of 
land embracing Belgium, French Alsace- 
Lorraine and the German Ruhr and Saar 
districts, there is a greater concentration of 
industry' than anywhere in the world out­ 
side tile United States. 
Everything Russia could put together— 
even if it had 
all 
of 
Asia—would not 
match the industrial strength found in that 
triangle. And it takes the output of the en­ 
tire United States to outdistance it. 
From 
the 
selfish American viewpoint, 
nothing more need be said. Give that rich 
triangle to Russia and this country will no 
longer have the economic might to wage a 
winning war against communism. Ifs that 
simple. 
We dare not allow this to happen if we 
wish to survive as a free nation. Obviously 
we have to defend European soil as if it 
were our own. 
But we don’t y’et face so dire a prospect 
as that. Neither the British nor the French 
seem now to appreciate the urgency of the 
crisis. Certainly’, too, they show little stom­ 
ach for fighting another war. But we must 
still give them the full benefit 
of 
the 
doubt. 
We 
must 
assume that, 
having 
known freedom, they will still in the end 
be willing to fight for it again. 
Western Europe is worth saving for its 
own sake as well as ours. Packed into that 
small half of a small continent live hun­ 
dreds of millions of the most : killed, the 
most cultured, the most civilized people on 
earth. Most of them have lived long under 
liberty. In contrast, most Asiatics have no 
knowledge of freedom. 
It would be a crushing blow not alone to 
freedom blit to the whole fabric of west­ 
ern civilization, should Europe fall to Rus­ 
sian communist). There freedom was born, 
and there it may well die it we do not re­ 
solve to save it.

A few weeks after his big election vic­ 
tory in Ohio in November, Taft sent word 
to the White House he would be glad to sit 
down with Mr. Truman and talk over the

Senator Taft’s position, as expressed by

fense Robert Lovett, was that he had not 
j made up his mind on foreign policy and 
wanted to hear all sides. In fact, friends of 
Taft said that he was so anxious to attain 
the .stature of invalid Sen.

Millions of Europeans are ready 
and willing to fight for the West 
should 
war with 
Russia come. 
They form a soli i anti-Red front 
that stands as our prime defense 
hope on the Continent and far 
o v e r s h a d o w s the “neutrality” 
dreamers among European politi­ 
cians and intellectuals. 
Europe’s experts on Russia be­ 
lieve that next to the American 
atomic bomb the Kremlin fears 
this anti-Communist front more 
than anything else it now faces. 
The evidence I marshalled on 
my repeated swings through con­ 
tinental countries generally sup­ 
ports that conviction.

W A S H IN G T O N — P r e s i d e n t 
Trum an has chosen in his State of 
tHe Union message to ignore the 
Republican challenge to the presi­ 
dent’s powers. That challenge, as 
stated by Senator Robert A. Taft, 
denies the right of the president 
to

troops to Europe without the con­ 
sent of Congress. 
The message is based on the as­ 
sumption that

Powder snow—dry, 
cold, loosely packed and perfect 
for skiing—falls from lofty, cirrus 
clouds during or just before sev­ 
erely cold weather. Fluffy snow, 
with large, lacy, wet flakes often 
matted together, descends 
when

lreezing-point. 
Both types change

weather into snows termed sticky, 
wet, breakable and granular. Wet 
snow, a soggy state reached after 
considerable melting, is what the

IO Million Veterans 
M a y Lose Rights

WASHINGTON — (N E A )— An 
estim ated 10,000.000 
World 
War 
II veterans are in danger of los­ 
ing their GI insurance rights. 
T his threat is contained 
in 
a 
b ill 
which was 
passed

81st 
Congress. 
Al­ 
though it didn’t pass th e Senate, it 
is all set for reintroduction and 
quick passage by th e new 82nd 
Congress.

Popular ‘Ham’ Hobbyists 
Aid In Communications 


WASHINGTON. D, C. — The 
amateur radio operator, who glo­ 
ries in the inelegant title of “ham,” 
is basking in well-earned popu­ 
larity while various national or­ 
ganizations court him with unmis­ 
takable warmth and fervor. 
The U. S. is relying upon pri­ 
vately-owned short wave 
radio 
stations as vital means of emer­ 
gency communication in the event 
of disaster, notes the National Geo­ 
graphic Society. Army, Air Force, 
Civil Air Patrol, and units of the 
Red Cross and Civilian Defense 
all are energetically enlisting ham 
hobbyists in communication net­ 
works. 
There are currently about 85,- 
000 licensed amateur radio opera­ 
tors in the U. S., ranging from 
business executives to truck dri­ 
vers, from bobby-soxers to octo­ 
genarians. Their common bond is 
enjoyment in chatting with fellow 
hams all over the world—yes, even 
in Russia. 
Countless times 
these 
globe­ 
trotting 
conversationalists 
have 
demonstrated that they are an ev­ 
er present help in time of trouble. 
Disasters such as the 1938 New 
England hurricane and the explo­ 
sions at Texas City in 1947, and at 
South Amboy, N. J., last May.have 
found volunteer hams on the job 
to broadcast urgent messages and 
appeals for help. 
Long Range Triple Play 
Cooperation on the internation­ 
al level has been equally evident.. 
Recently two men who had been 
mauled by a leopard in Kenya, | 
East Africe, short waved the ham 
equivalent of an “S. O. S.” The 
message was picket up by an ama- ! 
tour in Bordeaux, France, who re- ! 
layed it to an airwave pal in Fair- ; 
haven, Mass., who in turn sum- j 
moned a rescue plane from Rho- | 
desia. This triple play around half J 
the globe brought help in the nick j 
of time. 
In the U. S. hams are licensed I 
by the Federal Communications I 
Commission, which requires them I 
to pass a stiff examination. Ap­ 
plicants must be able to send and 
receive thirteen words a minute 
in international code 
and 
must 
demonstrate knowledge 
of 
elee- 
troncis and 
international 
radio 
treaties and regulations. Licensees 


I include about 2,000 women; one 
member of the fair sex was able 
to pass the exam at the tender age 
j of eight.

The Army and Air Force joint- 
: Iv operate the Military Amateur 
I Radio System—MARS for short— 
with some 3,000 member stations. 
Headquarters is in the Pentagon 
near Washington. Military offici­ 
als regard MARS as a reservoir of 
highly able radio specialists, most 
of them self-trained, who would 
be an invaluable source of techni­ 
cians for the armed services in the 
event of all-out war. 
About 25,000 hams were in uni­ 
form in World War II and made 
outstanding contributions as radio 
and radar specialists. During the 
war most of the hams at home 
were off the air by order of the 
government, which took over the 
short wave bands. In the months 
immediately following Pearl Har­ 
bor the armed forces were caught 
with a shortage of radio equip­ 
ment, and many amateurs came to 
the rescue by selling their equip­ 
ment to the government. 
Mail Greetings Sent 
In ham parlance a “QSL” is a 
postcard exchanged with fellow 
amateurs to confirm a station con­ 
tact. Curiously, Russians in the 
past almost invariably have sent 
reply cards to Americans. But the 
message always is noncommittal, 
giving only technical information, 
and in radio conversations Russian 
remarks are guarded. Some hams 
report that recent 
Soviet 
post­ 
cards have a propaganda touch, 
bearing the picture of a bewhisk­ 
ered gentleman identified as “the 
inventor of radio.” 
Cards to Russian hams must be 
mailed to “Box 88, Moscow, U. S. 
S. R.,” where presumably the So­ 
viet government screens the re­ 
plies. 
How did that proud 
title 
of 
“ham” originate? One theory is 
that it can be traced to the cock­ 
ney dialect of London’s East End, 
where amateur is likely to become 
“hamateur.”

First there is the atom bomb. 
A Soviet attack would

with an all out air assault by the 
United States and Britain

the atom bomb. 
Its aim would be to rip the in­ 
dustrial heart out of the Soviet 
Union if possible and further 
re­ 
duce its comparatively small pro­ 
ducing capacity. 
It would have 
the further aim of smashing long 
Soviet rail lines of communica­ 
tion and cutting off sources 
of 
w ar supplies. 
Trade Space For Men 
It is 2,200 air line miles from 
the Ural mountains—major m a n ­ 
ufacturing area in the Soviet U n­ 
ion—to the English channel. All 
communication is over 
a 
thin, 
largely antiquated rail system. 
Western aims would be to h a m ­ 
string Soviet m anpow er in E u r­ 
ope by knocking out home bases 
and leaving armies stranded. 
To do this it is necessary in 
event of attack to make 
Soviet 
armies in Europe use 
up 
their 
stockpiles of supplies. 
For this 
reason it is essential the west have 
ground forces in western Europe 
which force the Soviet to fight, 


if even on the smallest scale. 
Though western ground forces 
be small and lose 
every 
battle 
from Germ any to 
Spain, 
they 
might contribute to victory in the 
end by leaving an over-extended 
Soviet force without the materials 
to carry on. 
This is the reason why western 
military men are straining every 
effort to get some sort of forces 
into being on the ground in E ur­ 
ope, although they know 
they 
cannot organize enough to hold 
a Soviet attack, this year or next. 
To make the atom attack suc­ 
cessful it is necessary to engage 
and drain Soviet forces on 
the 
ground. 
It would be exactly the same 
tactic Russia used against Hitler, 
trading space against men 
and 
supplies. 
Allies Not Ready 
If Russia were able to overrun 
Europe without a fight, 
atomic 
bombing 
of 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
would not have the desired effect. 
The Soviet army would have over­ 
run and captured new industrial 
centers it could put to use to re­ 
place those knocked out 
in 
the 
homeland and at tho same time 
would have its original supplies 
intact. 
The* second phase of western de­ 
fense plans envisages building up 
enough troops to hold a line across 
Europe and block tile Soviet, at 
least partially, from overrunning 
the continent. 
The line planned is 
on 
the 
Rhine river, but it would take a 
minimum of 35 divisions to hold 


this line. 
At best these would not 
be ready before late ’52 or early 
’53. 
The third and final phase mili­ 
tary men w ant to reach is to create 
a highly armored force of 45 di­ 
visions 
stationed 
east 
of 
the 
Rhine ready to counter attack if 
the Soviets move. 
M ilitary men 
feel this force combined with the 
atom bomb would deter the So­ 
viet from attacking by 
insuring 
its defeat if it did. 
At present military m en are in 
phase 
one. 
They 
need 
every 
available man to make the Rus­ 
sians— if they attack—use up their 
resources. 
* 
Turkey Im portant 
It is a political and 
military 
paradox that the only troops in 
Europe in num bers ready to fight 
now are the very ones which are 
not in the Atlantic pact and not 
included in present aid plans. 
These 
are 
an 
estimated 
28 
Turkish divisions (have received 
nominal U. S. aid): 30 Yugoslav 
divisions; 19 Spanish divisions. 
The Turks, who distinguished 
themselves in Korea, are consid­ 
ered especially 
im portant 
since 
they are on Russia’s flank 
and 
the only forces that constitute a 
threat to Russia itself. 
The Turks 
threaten the vital Baku oil fields. 
Political 
considerations 
have 
blocked military help 
to 
Spain 
and Yugoslavia. 
This 
has 
not 
made American and western Al­ 
lied military men in Europe any 
happier when they 
contemplate 
fighting with the skeleton forces 
on phase one.
